Tbe Dominion Prospering. 

Tho monotiiry uiHtitutions of 11 coim- 
try admittedly prorx'ut a fair index to 
tho march of prosperity. MoaHured by 
thin rule, tho prosperity of llio Doiniu- 
ioii of Canada hus really bordered on 
the mArvollous. Allusion to the rapid 
growth of hnr life assuranco and other 
provident investments has been niado 
in theso- columns. The uttoiition of 
the reader is now invited for a UtLlo to 
the truly wonderful growth of her bank 
deppfjits, . On;', data are darfefuUy com- 
piled'liank returns, the con-cutnoss of 
wbiifli' •■ piay bo. relied upon. Nine 
years ago tho total paid up capital of 
tho hii'iVkR of Ontario and Ouebee (that 
is to aay OJ(jl . Canada) amounted to 
twenty-four 'million, nine hundred 
thoiisand dollars, being r.bout o(iuiil 
to niiio dollfu-s and a half per capita to 
tho entii-e iJopulatiou. Tho value of 
the deposits at tho sanie period was 
twenty- tlufio millions, equal to about 
nine dollars per capita; the dis- 
connjs forty-two million, or about 
Bev^nteciX dollars a head. According;- 
to tlielatoHt available oiricinl rcttirns, 
beiil^up to l.it Dor. 1S72, tho amount 
of paid up capital was forty-live million, 
Beve.n ,.^uudi*ed thousand, equal to 
about sixteen dollars a head to the 
eulirc^'population. Tho vidue of de- 
posits hud risen to lifty-tivo million, 
nearly twenty dollars for svery niiin, 
wonian and child within tho Trovim-ca 
in q^;estion. The discounts had riHoii 
to itae' hundi'ed and five millions. 
Thus il will be seen that in tho short 
space of nifle years the paid up bank 
capital liearly doubled, while tlie de- 
posit's and tho discounts considei'ably 
more than doubled. Anothi^r fact 
which w.ill, perhaps, convey a still 
more Vivid idea of proyrcssivo well- 
doing: The deposits in savings insti- 
tutio^B rose jfrom six millions to twelve 
millions, in iive years ending 1872. 
This would make those two classes of 
deposits in the Provinces of Outano- 
and .Qnebeo amount to sixty-seven mil- 
lion^j}|ljiL';td. this must bo added a very 
larg«i?<i»i(*unt; indeed, invested in life 
assurance and in public and other se- 
curities. It is questionable if thoro is 
to be found on tho face of the earth 
a country presenting evidences of such 
a ratio of progress or of thrift among 
the indust-i-ial claSsdsJ-*- The tables of 
expoi^ts e:^ibit a condition of things 
scarSaiy . 'less encouraging. In ISill 
the valup 'bf exports of the four princi- 
pal I^'rJS^nceH amounted to about 
forty -five miUiQ^s, equal to fourteen 
dollaraper head of the population. 
Last year the e.v])orts of tliesc four 
I'roviuces were'e.stiuiated at eighty mil- 
lions, Cr^ual to about twenty dollars for 
every, man, wonran and child in the 
whole Dburiniou. Iteforeuce might 
be made -.to railway ^returns with simi- 
lar results; but it will not bo det ni< d 
necessary to produce any farther e\ i- 
df-ncjc in support of tho undeniable 
fact (hat Canada is on tho flood tide 
of assiUaft -pfOBperity.
